CASTLE. 

Edward Rotheram, deceased. This was an 
appeal against the Commissioners’ estimate 
of value for the purposes of estate duty as 
ot the date of the death of the deceased, 6th 
March, 1925, of lands known as Crossdrum 
J.ower, containing 938 acres, and Galleastown 
and Ballynamona, containing 450 acres, near 
Oldcastle, Co. Meath, the appellant’s estimate 
of value being £9,000, and the Commis- 
stoners’ estimate of value being £18,000. 

The lands of Crossdrum Lower were at the 
date of the passing of the Land Act of 1923 
a judicial holding subject to a judicial rent 
oí £021 18s., the payment in lieu of rent 
under the Land Act, 1923, being £466, and 
the holding would, therefore, be a retained 
holding on the appointed day. 

A considerable portion of the arguments of 
counsel and the Rovenn solicitor were con- 
cerned with what would be the position of 
the appellant on the appointed day—t.e., 
would the Land Commission. resume the 
entire holding or would they ‘advance the 
whole of the standard price, or would they 
take up a portion of the holding and make 
an advance exceeding £3,000, and what the 
basis of compensation would be if they 
resumed the whole or part of the holding. 

The Referee reserved his decision. 

As regards the lands of Galleastown and 
Kallynamona, it appeared that the Land Com- 
mission offered to purchase these lands for 
#9,450, payable in bonds, but the appellant 
in. iged an objection to the price, with the 
result that these lands were not taken over 
by the Land Commission. 

The Referee fixed the value of these lands. 
subject to head rent of £40 per annum, on 
th» basis of the Land Commission offer, 
inclding two rent charges amounting to £77 
per annum at £8,

On March 20th and 2ist next there will 
be staged in Ireland the first international 
clav bird shootmmg contest that has ever 
been held in the country. © This form. of 
sport; or should I say ** gunnianship,”’ - has’ 
enjoyed considerable ‘popularity for a great 
many years. past, but in ‘recent’ years’ the 
mterest taken im at in Ireland has become 
greater than ever. The venue’ fixed for the 
International is the Woodbrook Golf Course 
at Bray, and it is anticipated that over 200 
“guns ’’ from England, Scotland and Wales 
will be seen in competition with the Irish- 
men. 

It is now over twenty-five years since 
anything appreaching. an. international con- 
test of this kind has taken place here, and 
since it was more of an inter-club affair it 
can hardly claim the. title international. Tue 
competition at that time was for the Saxon 
Shield. It was the custom then for a nomber 
of men to band themselves together and on 
a few days’ notice form a club, giving it 
any title they wished, They then challenged 
the holders of the trophy and within two 
weeks of the issue. of the challenge had 
to meet the holders in the latters’ country 
and ‘‘shoot” for the honours. Under the

- DELIGHTFUL AND 
PAYING INDUSTRY. 


By A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
‘BOUT. this time every year numerous 
A photographs of flower pickers, and 
, fields of daffodils and narcissi, appear 

in thée-daily Press. The early flower crop is 
‘a ‘topié’ of perennial ‘interest, and deservedly 
go. ‘as“it is-one of the most- delightful and 
juévative branches of agriculture. -There is 
‘something particularly appealing to our 
minds, jaded by -the:drab monotony of 
Winter, in these fields of fragant blossoms, 
and the eye turns willingly from the’ out- 
ward contemplation of bare beds and empty 
bordérs to mental pictures of acres of nodding 
déiffodils and, snowy narcissus. 
Flower farming is an important industry, 
indeed, and the large proportion of Cornish- 
men and ‘Scillonians that derives a very fair 
livetthood from this source would be hard hit 
should anything interfere with the business. 
Even the beginning of flower farming had 
its romance. Times were bad ‘in the Scilly 
Isles; -and the Scillomians, who had been re- 
cently deprived of their pet occupation, 
smuggling, were beginning to wonder what 
was going to be their fate. As luck would 
have it, the Lord Protector of the islands 
tent; by way of experiment, a box of early 
daffodils, that grew freely wild about the 
islands: The results of the sale astonished 
him, and supplied a quick brain with an 
'ánswer to the problem’ of his subjects’ 
poverty. ~The good news spread at once, 
and, ably assisted by the Lord Protector, 
the new industry rapidly assumed large 
proportions.

F Cork people were to be told that no less 
| than twenty milllon organisms, or germs 

of varying kinds have n found in one 
cubic” centimetre of milk, “they, doubtless, 
would refuse to believe the statement. Yet it- 
is true, and has been proved by the City 
Veterinary Inspector, Mr. 8. RE. T. Cussen, 
who controls a staff of inspectors, whose daty 
it is to take samples of milk sold within the 
ay boundary. > dt 
- It has been shown to me that milk inspec- 
tion is one of the most im t of all ser- 
vices that operate within the city. Some of 
the samples of milk taken and tested by Mr. 
Cussen have been found, as he says. himself 
to be nothing more than “ a solution of liquid 
cow-dung.”” This pronouncement, when made 
recently at a meeting held in University Col- 
lege, Cork, raised. many -protests from milk 
producers throughout the entire county who 
send supplies to Cork; but Mr. Cussen was 
able to substantiate his statement by facts 
and figures, garnered from tests made by him 
with special apparatus, similar to that used 
in every important city of England and Ire- 
land. His statement, therefore, must stand 
firm, and every citizen of Cork must appre- 
ciate the efforts made by Mr. Cussen and his 
staff to wipe out what has become one of 
the greatest menaces to health. 

Facts speak clearly for themselves, and 
below I set out the facts concerning tests made 
in the month of November. 

Forty-four samples were tested. Of these 
nineteen. were found to be dirty, nine very 
dirty, and four are described as being filthy. 
The remainder “were, of course, good and 
healthy. Four samples were put under what 
is known as the reductase test, and were 
found —te. contain the astounding number of 
twenty million germs. This in one cubic 
ee which represents fifteen drops of 
milk, 

If one were a mathematician it would: be 
easy to calculate how many germs would be 
found in, say, twenty gallons of the same 
niilk. Mr. Cussen told me that there would 
be so many that the milk could walk out of 
the can. Under another test sixteen out of 
forty-four samples were found to be affected 
by manurial contamination, which is none 
other than liquid cow-dung, to which Mr. 
cussen referred. Fifteen samples later were 
found to contain suspicious germs. To dis- 
cover whether these germs are more or less 
harmful the substance must be injected into 
a guinea pig, and it is interesting to note 
that the Department in Dublin has consented 
to Mr. Cussen carrying out this final test 
himself. Hitherto it was done in Dublin. 
and naturally resulted in somé delay of 
tame, during which the milk vendor was 
allowed to continue jn the trade. 

Thirteen out of the forty-four samples con- 
tained germs of the type capable of bringing 
about septic throat in children. Under a 
test for tubercular .-.germs three samples 
showed a positive reaction, which indicates 
the presence of these highly dangerous germs. 
Those are the facts, all pointing to. the abso- 
lute necessity for the utmost caution by 
everyone who uses milk for any purpose what- 
ever, 


A SIMPLE TEST. 


In a clean milk campaign, such as is being 
waged in Cork at the present, housewives can 
be of the greatest help to the authorities. 
This simple test is recommended. “When the 
morning or evening supply of milk is taken 
in, pour some of it into a clean glass and let 
it settle... After a time hold the glass up to 
a strong light, look particularly at the 
bottom of the glass, and if the milk is un- 
clean the story will be found in the sediment 
or dirt which accumulates there. 

Mr. Cussen showed me some of the results 
of preliminary tests made on the streets of 
the city by veterinary officers, when samples 
are-taken from milk yans. Each officer car-

Engineering Society, held in the Engineering 
School, Trinity College, on Friday last, Mr 
L. M. Suchanan, B.A., read a paper on 
“The Production of an lron Casting.”’ 

Mr. Buchanan traced the processes, from 
the making of the pattern to the finished 
casting. The pattern is generally made of 
yellow pine or baywood, with great pre- 
cision, and-is fitted irto the moulding boxes, 
filled with specially prepared and graded 
sand, which must be very ‘carefully chosen 
if a satisfactory casting is to be produced. 
Having described in detail the various stages 
of preparation, Mr. Buchanan showed slides 
of the cupola. or melting furnace.

The Romance 


of Philately. 


GROWING POPULARITY 
IN IRISH FREE STATE. 


By <A SPECAL CORRESPONDENT. 
HOSE who are interested in stamp- 
T collecting are. offered no cause for de- 
pression concerning its future. The fact 
is . becoming . recognised ‘universally that 
philately demands such trained -knowledge, 
and affords such opportunities for specialism, 
that it is an admirable hobby for all ages and 
sexes. Few would be reluctant to enrol them- 
serves into the ranks of such distinguished 
enthusiasts as H.M. the King, the Prince of 
Wales, Umejiro Kimura of Tokyo, Baron de 
Reuterskiold and other well-known collectors. 
A world-wide revival of interest in stamp- 
collecting has, therefore, taken place during 
recent years, and is reflected on no small 
scale in this country. 
ra , he average -schoolboy 
learns more practical geography from his 
‘lamp coilectiou In hive lainmutes than he does 
iu a lengthy class devoted to the same sub- 
ject."" ‘ibis was the opinion expressed in an 
interview by Colonel. Freeman, of the Mint 
Stamp Company, Grafton street, Dublin. The 
enthusiasm and knowledge displayed by the 
most youthful collectors was indeed extra- 
ordinary. ‘‘ Youngsters come into my estab- 
lishment,’ he said, “ who are so small in 
stature that they have to be lifted up to the 
counter. ‘They know exactly what they want, 
can discuss the merits of their collections, and 
talk very learnedly about the issues of Czecho- 
Slovakia and Azerbaijan.” 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


The bull: of his philatelic business, Colonel 
Freeman revealed, was conducted with 
America, India, South Africa and the 
Colonies. “Owing to the recent business 
slump in America, however,” he observed, 
‘the sale of stamps in the United States has 
fallen off considerably.” 

There are several notable collections in Ire- 
land. One of the most valuable of these con- 
sists of early Canadians and another of the

at London and Antwerp. There is also a Bel-

one of the finest examples is the West 
Australian 4d. blue with. the central design of 
the swan inverted whichis one of ten existing 
copies. 

Of the numerous foreign stamp exhibits, 
Colonel Freeman made particular reference 
to the “ Tapling’’ Collection in the British 
Museum, valued at over a quarter of a million 
pounds, and to the equally celebrated Ferran 
collection, which was broken’ up by ‘auction 
in Paris in 1922, and realised over eight mil- 
hon francs. In the third sale.of the: latter 
the highest prices ever paid for rare stamps 
were obtained, a unique one cent British 
Guiana issue of 1856 alone fetching £7,800. 
‘Thas,’’ observed Dr; Georges: Brunel in an 
article written during the year of the aaction, 
‘‘ philatelists can take comfort in the know- 
ledge that no-one can now deride their foibie ; 
for the mania that permits of the realisation 
of hundreds of.thousands of francs. for small 
squares of paper is not longer a mania, but a 
serious collection, and philately becomes an 
art and a science of collecting. 

‘*T am altogether in favour of specialising,” 
declared Colonel Freeman. ‘If one specialises 
in the stamps of a certain country one has 
always soniething to show at club meetings or 
exhibitions.. Moreover,.if one.wishes to con- 
vert one’s collection intó cash, that of the 
specialist always fetches the highest prices, 
since the labour entailed in putting a general 
collection into the melting-pot for valuation 
reduces the price offered." 

Qusstionad as to the likelihood of recent 
Free State issues becoming valuable, Colonel 
Freeman stated that the Shannon Scheme 
stamp in the near futur’ would be worth 
over face value, but would not fetch a high 
price for some’ time. 

A delay in the issue of this stamp had 
been caused by the discovery of a defect in 
the Irish lettering. If any of these imper- 
fect: stamps had been issued they would have 
been greatly sought by collectors. The three 
O'Connell stamps were. in keen demand 
amongst foreign collectors, and his personal 
stock, already was almost exhausted. 

Air-mail stamps offered uniqne vppor- 
tunities to specialists. They were at the 
moment very low-priced, and countries every 
day were putting their first issues on sale. 
Czecho-Slovakia, fot example, had recently 
issued a very fine set, showing aeroplanes 
over landscapes, and Australia was reported 
to be contemplating an issue commemorating 
Kingsford-Smith’s Richt to Australia.

Spain, declared Colonel Freeman, 
was the most recent offender, and Germany 
was a confirmed criminal. ~ In the cage of 
the British Colores this growing evil had 
been officially checked, but the “matter “was 
one which might well be handled by the 
direct action of the Universal Postal Union. 
Failing this, the dealers themselves w 
attend to the evil with effect, since it was 
through their efforts that the annual Portu- 
guese commemorative series had been 
dropped. 

At the conclusion of the interview Colonel 
Freeman showed me his filing system, which 
ity in -every way, remarkable: In seven or 
eight steel cabinets some 500000 - foreign 
stamps are contained in an effective. filing 
system, which had taken over three years 
to prepare. When asked as to the value 
represented by such a collection, Colonel 
Freeman was unable to estimate. “How:

Historians’ Errofs.

progress of Belfast, and that its date must 
long ago have been settled beyond doubt 
by the three historians of the city. 
these, Owen, who was manager of the 
Belfast Harbour Commissioners, might 
have been expected to give accurate in- 
formation about the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Yet, in his “ History of Belfast,” 


he says that it was originally forméd in 
1796, but some few years afterwards got 
into a moribund condition. Now, it is 
interesting that resolutions passed by the 
Chamber are printed in the newspapers of

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moribund it became after the assumed date ó 


of its foundation, it was in a state of in- 
tense activity ten years earlier.

This was 
the promotion of a lottery, in connection 
with which two interesting points are to 
be noted.

RESIDING at a stail dinner of the Irish 
P National Assurance Company, Lid., at 
the. Glentworth Hotel, Limerick, last 
night, Mn, P. O’Maille referred to the 
economic, position of the country, and said 
that in this respect the Irish Free State 
was more fortunate than other countries.

As 
a result of compulsory Irish for matriculation 
in the National University, Irish was taught 
in almost all the Catholic secondary schools. 
The bi-lingual programme was introduced into 
the national á “we s in 1904, and the number 
of schools in which Irish was used as a medium 
of instruction increased from 36 in 1906 to 239 
in 1922. This bi-lingual instruction was: in- 
tended more for the purpose of spreading a 
knowledge of English than for the preserva-' 
tion of trish. 


“NATIONAL POLICY. 
A great deal of work had been done by the 


Gaelic League from its foundation in 1895. 


After a few years it began to catch hold of the 
imagination of the youn le. Different 
individuals might have their own views as to 
what steps should be taken, or how far they 
should go. but it was undoubtedly national 
licy that the machinery of the State should 
e used for restoring the Irish language. 
Consequently, one of the first steps of the 
‘Provisional Government was 
operation a national programme of prithary 
-instruction, one of the most important fe- 
Ations of which was that in all schools 
Prish ld be taught for a minimum of ‘one 
hour a day as an ordinary subjett to every 
t also contemplated that more 
be done where circumstances were 
favovrable.. The Provisional Government 
was immediately faced with a shortage of 
teachers. Including the Orders, there were 
rimary teachers in the area covered 
by the Free State. He could not give figures 
in regard to the Orders, but pf the lay 
teachers, only about 4,000 had any qualifica- 
tion to teach Irish. Fifty per cent. of this 
4,000 had qualifications that would not now 
be recognised as sufficient, and. in fact, only 
about 2,000 or 2,500 were qualified teachers. 


QUALIFIED TEACHERS. 


The Government organised summer courses 
for. national teachers. The cost of the first 
year's course was £75,000, but the cost 
d year by year, and the courses were 
abolishéd a couple of years ago,when it was felt 
that all that could be done by such means 
had been done. Ten thousand teachers at 

resent held certificates to teach the Irish

Irish had been made a 
compulsory subject for all examinations, and 
entrance to the Civil Service. Now there 
were Irish-speaking justices in the Courts, 
who conduct the businéss in Irish. Outside 
the eprint oe / colleges there were over 2,000 
pupils receiving their education § entirely 
through the medium of Irish. In Galway 
and Cork Colleges university lectures were 
given entirely in Irish.

PROTESTANTS IN 
ROME. 


POPE’S ATTACK ON THEIR 
ACTIVITIES. 


— 


From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT: 


VATICAN CITY, Monday. 

The Pope attacked Protestant activities 
in Rome, in.a vigorous address delivered 
this morning at a meeting of Lent 
preachers. : 
' The Pontiff declared that the weeteenre 
efforts of the Protestants wert going on-áne 
the most flagrant manner, and were quite: 
unchecked by the authorities, “to the 
Protestants own surprise” - (the Pope 
affirmed), “ and certainly to the damage 
of the souls of the faithful.”’ 

His Holiness said that it had even been 
suggested that Protestant pilgrimages 
should be made to Rome, and that a 
Protestant Synod should be established. 

“ These things,” the Pope declared, “are 
not being prevented by the authorities ; on 
the contrary, they are being allowed and 
are continually increasing, the Protestants 
even being allowed to acquire land in the 
Holy City.” 

The Pontiff opened his address by attack 
ing three of the evils afflicting Italy— 
namely, ‘immoral cinematograplis and 
variety performances, immorality in the 
Press, and infringements of the sacred 
character of the Sabbath.” 

THE STATE RELIGION. 

This last evil, the Pope said, was due to 
the bad example set from above, “ from the 
State administrators and governors.”’ 

Against these evils, the Pope said, he 
had tried to intervene, but, he had to 
confess, with little result. 

The Pope. pointed out that the second 
anniversary of the reconciliation of Church 
and State had just been celebrated. The 
first article of the Lateran Treaty declared 
the Catholic religion to be the religion of 
the State, and His Holinéss asked what 
could be. more damaging to the Catholic 
religion than the evils he had mentioned ? 

As for the article in the Treaty recognis- 
ing. the sacred character of the City of 
oy ene the Pope said that the contradiction 
existing between this article and the actual 
state of . affairs 
greatest grief. 

His Holiness urged the priests to do all 
that was possible to fight against these 
evils from the pulpit, making a special 
appeal to fathers of families, and express-
